and new faculty and staff, except for disabled 


INividualsand top-level admumustmators, would 
not be permilicd to park on campus Monday 
through Friday before 12:30 p.m. This phase 
also suggests that all surface lots be open to all 
permit holders after 12:30 p.m., except for dis- 
abled and reserved stalls, and that all visitors 
wouldnecdto parkat Ak-Sar-Ben during regue 
lar business hours except on Friday aftemoons 
and weekends. 

The sccond-year phase would research the 
amount of day permits sold in relation to the 
stalls available, It would also try to utilize all 
campus facilities by moving some moming 
classes to the afterneon.

Many experts consider it to be America’s Icading public 
health problem. This Thursday the American Cancer Socisty 
(ACS) sponsorsitsannualmediaeventtobring attention tothe 


problem of tobacco use. 


in its attempt to assess the impact of smoking, many 
statistics have been amassed by experts in the field. 

Ths ACS devotes more space to (abacco use than to any 
other single topic in its document “Cancer Fact and Figures, 


1992,” The news all points in one direction. 


“Smoking is the most preventable cause of death in our 
society,” said Dr. David Kesster, director of the Food and 
Drug Administration, during his secent visit to Omaha. “To- 
bacco use is responsible for more than one in six deaths in the 


United States.” 


Based upon data from the ACS’s cancer Pzevention Study 
II, he said it is estimated that smoking is related to over 


400,000 U.S. deaths each year. 
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unofficial countof7$5 votes was higher than 
the numberof ballots during the gencralclec- 
tions, when only 694 votes were cast.

Newhouse said, “Evidently the students saw 
through my opponent's mudslinging, irana 
slraightforward campaign, and that’s how 
Pll run my office.”

UNO Chancellor Del Weber said Tuesday 
he will continue to seck on-campus housing 
despite the current lack of funds to build such 
facilities. 

“I’m not giving up on Rousing and the 
regents at their meeting Saturday also told me 
notto giveup. ButIdonotsee itpossibloatthis 
time,” Webér said, 

With the searco amount of land available on 
campus, ahigh-rise building would betheonly 
possible structure, Weber said. 

“If you look at building a housing structure 
on theland we have now, we would have to go 
straight up,” be said, “If we were to build a 
structure foré00 students, we wouldhavetogo 
up about seven stories, but the costs would be 
prohibitive. The higher you go die more ex- 
pensiveitis. Wejustdon’thave thecash Mow.” 

Heestimatedthatahigh-risebullding would 
cost about $12 million. 

Weber also said Ak-Sar-Ben officials have 
notexpressed interestin working with UNO to 
buildhousing facilities on Ak-sar-ben grounds, 

Funding foron-campus housing wouldhave 
tocome from a fund drive, donations or from 
the federal goverment, be said. The Legisia- 
ture does not authorize state funds to build on- 
campus housing, 

Federal funding, which in the past helped 
other scheols build on-campus housing, does 
not scem likely at this time, Weber said. 

Weber said he believes UNO will continue 
te grow in enrollment with or without on- 
campus housing.

Morgenscn, assistant vice chancellor of facilities manage- 
ment and planning, said in an interview last summer that the 
Central Utilities plant project, slated as number five on the 
regents’ priority list, would add additional chiller capacity 
necessary forany future UNO construction projects. But with 
the budget shortfalls, the hopes of a number of the priorities 
on the list getting funded are diminishing.

‘This represents a 2 percent cut from the 
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council’s 1992 funding level, Endowmentoffi- 
cials said that funding for all state humanities 
councils are reduced this fiscal year, in part 
because Congress is funding two new councils 
in the U.S. tersitories of Guam and Northern 
Marianas, 

Nebraska Humanities Council Chairperson 
Darrel Lloyd of Hastings said ina press release 
he is disappointed in the reduction of funds. 

“At a time when there is increased public 
demand and a clear interest in the humanities, 
we regret that the Edowment’s finding can’t 
keep pace. We hope the national chairman 
Lynne Cheney will make the necessary adjust- 
ment,” Lioyd said.

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Kilbourte said an industry whose product 
causcsmany deaths will likely secknew con- 
sumers through advertising. 

Onegroupactivein “counter-advertising,” 
promotions which oppose the tobacco 
industry’s advertising campaigns, is tie na- 
tional organization of family physicians, 
“Doctors Ought to Care (DOC).” 

The group’s vice president, Dr. Paul 
Paulman, Associate ProfessorofFamilyPrac- 
tice at the Medical Center, participated in a 
recent sludy exploring children and adoles- 
cents’ familiarity with advertising logos. 

“We found that ‘Smokin’ Joc,’ (Camel’s 
cartoon character) was more readily recog. 
nized and associated with tobacco by high 
school students than by adults,” fie said, 

“Among five and six-year-olds,” Paulman 
said, “ihe study found equal recognition of 
the ‘Smokin’ Joc’ character and Mickey 
Mouse.” 

“T don’t think enough emphasis is put on 
golting kids not to start smoking,” Mellvain 

Other consumers targeted by tic tobacco 
companies advertising arc young women, 

“Lung cancer has recently passed breast 
cancer as the number one cancer death for 
women,” he said, “There is no doubt that the 
tobacco industry is targeting those people. 
The only group of people who are increasing 
theirtobaccouscarepre-adolescent women.” 


Thero is another trend in cigarette saics, 
the ACS says. ° 

“Although consumption has declined in 
this country, U.S. cigarette exports have ine 
cfeascdabout 180 percentsince 1985, adirect 
result of U.S. trade policy and aggressive 
marketing by tobacco manufacturers. In Ja- 
pan, U.S. cigarette exports have increased 
over 600 percent, from $6.5 billion in 1985, to 
$47.5 billion in 1990,” 

Kilbourne said when cigarcttc advertising 
was climinated from radio and television in 
1971, countcr-advertising was mandated by 
Congress and counter-ads came onto televi- 
sion, She said they were so effective that the 
tobaccoindustry voluntarily withdrew its own 
from television because it did not want to be 
up against the counter-ads, 

Paulman said a more recent effort of 
counter-advertising in California proves the 
validity of the approach, 

“Proposition 99 used some of the cigarette 
tax money for counter-advertising,” ho said, 
“and it made a huge difference as far as an 
increased quilting rate, decreased consump 
tion and a decreased number of people start 
ing to smoke.” 

Paulman said the tobacco industry tried to 
squelch the counter-ads because they are ef- 
fective, 

Although cigarette advertising has been 
climinated from television, theindustry’s pres» 


cucoisstill very much discemible, Kilbourne 
said. 

“For example, ticy sponsor all kinds of 
alhicticevents,"shesaid, “Soyousceticlogo 
wilh the race cars and the tennis games. So 
cigarettes still have a large presence on telce 
vision.” 

Paulman said one way DOC combats ad- 
verlising aimed at young people ts by offer- 
ing programs for fifth and sixth grade stu- 
dents, 

“Youdon’t tell them it will kill diem; they 
don’t buy health themes,” hesaid. “Tell them 
that, ‘gee, itlooks like the tobacco industry is 
out focontrol to get you and get your moncy, 
s0 if you want to rebel, you would not buy 
their product.” 

Paulman continues, “The next theme I go 
after is aitracliveness, and then sports figures 
talking about the fact that if you smoke you 
don’t perform as well,” he said, “Then, I pop 
up an ad that shows if you buy a pack of 
cigarettes a day, you've smoked away a 
Nintendo cartridge a month.” 

Paulman said he tries to hit the themes of 
control, atiractiveness, sporis performance 
and money. ; 

“(They are) the four things kids seem to 
like insuch away that they'll buy it,” he said, 
“It’s at their level.” ; 

In addition to his efforts towards preven- 
tion, PauIman sees many smokers in his prace 


tice as a family physician. 

He said for those who are smoking, “It’s _ 
very hard to quit once you've started. Very, 
very hard to quit.” 

Tn fact, he said it’s estimated that only 
three to 12 percentofthose whotry toquitend 
up not smoking after a year, 

“Alotwanttoquit, buttheaddictive poten- 
tial of tobacco is so strong that it’s real tough 
for them,” be said. 

“Nicotine is a very addictive drug and the 
cigarcticis die perfect delivery system forthe 
nicotine,” Paulman said. “It goes into your 
lungs and gets absorbed into the bloodstream 
and acts very quickly.” 

Faulman added, “Mostofmy patients quit 
because they die, That's the way they quit—— 
they die.” 

Tosumi up the reality of tobacco use in the 
UnitedStatesalone, the threeexperis offerthe 
following differentcomments, 

“Smoking contributes significantly to the 
three leading causes of death in our socicty: 
heart disease, cancer and chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease,” Mcllvain said. 

“As many people die as a result of cigae 
relies as if three loaded 747s crashed cach 
day,” Paulman said, “and yet we do nothing 
about it,” 

Kessler said, “We could do more for the 
public healih by reducing smoking than by 
any other action that we could take.”

Give them guidelines 
for healthy ways to reduce weight,” she said, 

Another concern of Reimers is the practice 
of not providing water for athletes during prac- 
tice and games. 

“This still gocs on, although sometimes I 
can’t belicve it,” she said. 

Reimers said that many coaches used to 
think that athletes would adapt to not drinking 
water and in the process, become tougher. 

“Your body doesn’t adapt to dehydration, 
especially in the first part of the scason when 
you're not used to the beat,” she said. 

Reimers said that water deprivation is espe- 
cially dangerous for football players because of 
the heavy equipment they wear. 

“If you don’t drink cnough, you stop sweat- 
ing, and your core temperature starts to rise, 
Yourcellsstartto cook, and cventually youpass 
out, That can bea potentially fatal situation.”
